Every Doc Has mHis Day.—The dog tax has
always been a boae of contention in tho State
Legimature, each Representative urging that cer-
tain dogs should be exempt from the tax, bul it
has generally been decided that dogs must not
live & useless life, and their owners were compelled
to contribute their quota to the support of the
Government. This enactment has had but little
effect on the canine species ; they have flourished
and multiplied, aud each cersus has shown an
increase in their numbers, Legislation has failed
to control their growth, and it was wisely resoived
to let each dog havs his day, and do his utmost to
aid the country by increasing the revenue. In
this connection, it is gratilying to state that, in
the new tax bill lately prepared by General
Canby, this clanse has been retained, without eay
debate, and tha dogs will hereafter be considcred
&0 infloential class in the community, though as
yet they have rot advanced sufficiently in the
social scale to be accorded the rights of suffcage.
The black and taus are, however, by far the most
popular, and it is fair to presume that, with the
increased advantages now afforded, they will
eventnally become far advanced in civilization, and
will resent the poll-tax as sn indignity.

Cmancestox Doarp or Trape.—Atb the regular
monthly meeting last night, Mr. Hastie, Chairman
of the Executive Committee, presented the fol-
lowing reports, all of which were adopted:

1. That the President of the Board of Trade be
raquested to call the attention of the Light House
Board, through the Collector of the Port, to the
deficiency of lights in Charleston Harbor.

9, That, whereas, the parties residing in this
znd the neighboring Soutuern States are indebted
to moembers of this Board in the large sum of
£7,500.000, principal and interest, by actual com-
putation for debts due before the war, and believ-
ing that our present stringent law in tolding resi-
dents of Lhe neighbering States to bail has de-
terred many persons who would have visited us
with & view to cowpromise, from making any at-
empt to advise personally with their creditors,
thercfore,

Resolved, That a Committco be pamed by the
the President to draft a petition to General Canby
to suspend all bail writs for debts contracted pre-
vious to the 9th of April, 1865,

The lollowing is the Committes: W. 8. Hastie,
H. Cobia, E. Bates, D. F. Fleming, W. G. Whil-
den and E. V. Marshall.

3. That iu consideration of the present depress-
ed condition of tho eotton interests of the South,
the President of the Board of Trade be requested
to appoint o committee to draft o memorisl to
Coagress, asking & bounty of one cent per pound
on all raw cotton exported from the United States
after date, until the whole amount of tax
heretoforo levied upon cottea shall have been re-
‘urped; provided, that uo bounty shall bo given
after the crop shall have reached three and a half
million of bales.

4. The comparative small amounts of capital
which have reached us have been loaded with such
heavy rates of interest as to destroy all hope of
azun makiog the South & great agricultural coun-
try.

The culture of cotion is a matter which interests
thz paople of the whole United States; it is a pow-
orful agent in adjusting the balanco of trade with
Euarope and the world o2 large.

The first great pomntof deficlency is capital a8
& law rate of interest. This point attained, labor
will by ecasily commanded. Your Commictee
wou'd recommend that our peculisr condition be
brought to the attention of Congress by a Com-
mutte from this Board, and that said Committee
ba anthorized to ask Congress fora lozn of a par-
fion of the money collected as & tax on coitonin
i the shaps of national banks, to  established at
such points and under such direction as the wisdom
of Congrese may direct.

The Committee on Accounts reported favorably
on the bill of Bussell & Jones for stationery for-
nished the High School.

The resolutions offered by Alderman Wragg, at
the last mecting, in relation to standing commii-
toos and the Committee on Accounts, were read
and adopted.

Alderman Marshall offered the following resolu-
tion, which was adopted :

Resotved, That the City Treasurer report to
Council, at the next regular meeting, the entire
indebtedness of the city, which is to include_ all
subscriptions to railroads and other enterprises
entered into by the eity ; also, to furnish Couneil
with the asseis of the city in the way of stocks,
bonds, &e.

Adopted.

The Mayor stated that the City Treasurer had
been called on to furnish a list of defaulters (tax
parers) and the amounts due. The Treasurer
had found it impossible to prepare this list, bt
there were about six hundred names of delin-
quents, and $94,000 due the city.

On motion of Alderman Courtenay, the election
for keeper of the Artesian Well was fixed for the
pext regular meeting; and, on motion of Alder-
man Enston, the election to fill the vacancy in the
Board of the Commissioners of the Poor was
fixed for the same time.

Alderman Butler presented the bill to regulate
the salaries of public officers, and for other pur-
poses, for engrossment, and it was engrossed in
due form.

On motion, Council then adjourned.

AocipEST T0 DaN. CastELLo’s MENAGERIE.—
From the “Mobile News” we learn that on the 25th
ult., & portion of the train of the Mobilo and Great
Northizrn Reilway was thrown off the track:

The cars had on board Castello’s and Van Am-
burg’s AMenagerie. The accident was caused by
the springing of a rail, and six cars were precipi-
tated down a forty foot embankment—three plat-
form and two stock cars. The cages of the ani-
mals were upon the platiorm cars, and were thrown
off, smashing them up. A lion, three bears, two
tigers. hyeua and hipﬁoputnmwl were thereby
turned loose, and produced much excitement.
One of the bears getting hold of a beautiful Amer-
jcan deer made short work of her. After great
diffienlty all of the animals were sccared with the

excoption of Lhe hyens, who showed fight; she
was finally knocked senseless by a blow from a

heavy picce of wood and thrown into a cage. Mr.
Lewis Burrows, attached to the circus department,

was killed, an . four others severely wounded, Oue
horse was ki.ed snd soveral Lad their eyea
knocked out.
